rETERBBURG. VA, July 1?..Kustlngs

Court. which opened to-day for the term,
transacted no business with the exception
Of a few qualificatlona. Judge Mullen was
asked for his opinion ln reference to the
contention that there are no legally quali¬
fied jurors now in the state under the new
Constitution. He said that Jurors would
be ln attendance on his court to-morrow,
he being of the opinion that, under sav-

lng clauses of the schedule persons quali¬
fied to serve as Jurors before the adop-
tion of the present Constitution are eii¬
gible for that office now; that it was not
the purpose of the framers of the persent
crganlc law to ereate a hiatus in this
respect until some action could be taken
by the Legislature.
'Tt ls true," he said. "that as the pres¬

ent Constitution. unnke tho one is super-
cedes. has no provision prescribing the
quallfications for jurors. the Legislature
has the power to say what they should
be. It was the manifest intention of the
framers of tbe present org&mc law to

pfeserve intact the courts as they now

exist and all the machinery necessary

for carrving on the business of the courts

as now constiuted. until the General As-

sembly could enact laws to carry« Into
effect the provisions of the instrument
they have ordaJned.

SPECIAL PROVISION
"The schedule expressly provldes that

the common law and the statute laws in

force at the time this Constitution goes
into effect so far as not repugnant there-

to. or repealed thereby, shall remain in
force until they expire by their own

llmitstion. or altered. or repealed by the
General Assembiy.'
that all persons who 'are entitled to vote

"Sectlon S13J>. of the Code. prorides
ana hold office under the Constitution and
laws of this state. shall be liable to serve

as Jurors.'
"Of course the Constitution thereln

referred to is the one that was in ex-

istence at the time of the enactment of
this statute. It follows. therefore. that
all persons who were entitled to vote and
hold office thereunder are as much lia¬
ble to serve as jurors now as then."

NORFOLK, VA., July 17.-C. F. Oa-

sorne allas Hiatt, the wife murdering
ucpert, Was taken from jail here early
his morning, thoroughly Bhackeled and
ruarded, to the Norfolk and Western
rain leavlng at 7 o'clock. He was
ruarded by Sheriff J. ' P. Hesser and
Deputy Hueston,- of Stillwater,-Okla-
ioma. The charge against him is real-
y an indictment for kllling Al Cooke, a

:owboy of the plains.
If he escapes that indictment he. can
hen be tried on another charge of ki!l-
ng his wife there. If he should escape
»oth charges, there is still an opportu-
lity to collect more eyidence against
lim here and try him for the. murder
.f his Wife here.

CHAINED TO THE SEAT.
Detective Snowden accompanled the

?arty to the traln here, and saw that
Jsborne was safely put on the train and
:hained to the seat in order to prevent
iny posslbility of resuce or escape. This
vas a precaution, becauBa considerable
ientiment was suspected to have been
:erated here because of the intimation
»f yellow journal methdds and of the
mxiety of those interested to have the
nan tried here. There are two classes,
>ne composed of those .who would have
lenefited directly by the expendlture and
ees of the trial, and those whose sym-
>athles are prompted by ignorance.
Me&ntime the requisition, which takes

Osborne from here on a charge of two
nurders, ls a vindlcatlon of Dr. E. P.
Ddendhal, the coroner, who stoutly main-
:ained that Osborne was guilty of wife
nurder here, and of Commonwealth At¬
torney J. G. Tilton, who was equally
Jtrenuous ln an attempt to find the man

juilty. He ls guiltier than they_ sus-
iected.

1NDIGNANT AT COMMENTS.
Judge Hauckel, Commonwealth Attbr-

ley Tilton and many officers of tne
iourts are indignant at some of the
lewspaper eomments on the case of U.
F. osborne, alias C. F. Hiatt, who waa

sent to Okiahotna to be tried on two
iharges of murder there. He was ac-

lUltted of wife murder here for laek of
svldence and there ls no charge pending
Here against him. Hence he could not
tiave been held.
In addition to that the requisition of

the Governor 1$ mandatory and the
sheriff here had no discretion. He was
commanded to dellver the prisoner to
the Oklahoma officers. Still some news-
paper wrlters are urging that Osborne
should have been held and tried heve,
lespite the impracticability and igno¬
rance of such a proposition.

TEN YEARS rN TEN MINUTES.
Richard Eolomon, allas "Blg Dick," a

tiandsome, large negro, who looked the
part, was arraigned ln the Corporation
LJourt before Judge Hanckel, -tried and
;onvicted and feentenced to the' penitentf-
iry for ten years within ten mlnutes. It
was the qulckest case On rceord here
ind is due to Solomon'B plea of guilty
and to the changa in practice of the
=ourt under the naW Constitution.
On April 27th Solonwm pursued Ella

Forrest, a respectable negro woman, to
one of the city bridges, forced her to
jump Into the water and shot her flve
times as she struggled to escape from
Srowning. He declared that ho was
prompted by jealousy.
Judge Hanckel said there were no ex-

tenuating conditions and pronounced a
sentence of ten years ln the pehitentiary.
He declared that the escape of the woman
was miraculous.
Under a provislon of the new Consti¬

tution, a person charged with a capltal
crlme, if he pleads guilty, may be tried
and convicted by the judge without the
mtervention of a jury. As this is the
flrst case of the kind here it ls not ,un-
likely that it may involve the elements
of a test case.

FRiGHTFUL ACG1PENT
Somerfield Cross Qround to Piaces Un
der a Train and His Father Badly Hurt.
ALEXANDRIA VA, July 17..While

crossing the track of the Loudoun brancn
of the Southern railroad near St Asaph.
a mile north' of this eit^Jf this morning
Somerfield Cross, aged about twanty
years, and his father, Mr. Goodlow Cross,
about slxty years of age, were run down
by a northbound passenger train. The
son was klHed instantly and his father
barely escaped with his llfe.
Young Cross met a horrible death un¬

der the Wheels. His left arm was com*
pletelly severed from his body. The
father was "mOre" fortunate. He receiv¬
ed a slantlng blow from the cowcatcher.
which knocked him down a steep em-
bankment- breaking one of hlB legs and
otherwise severely injurittg him. He was
picked up and carried to the Alexandria
Hospital, where he received surgical at-
tention. It is thought that he will re-
oover.
At 11 o'colck Coroner Burrell, of Alex¬

andria county, empanheled a Jury and
held an lnquest over the remalns of the
yOung man. The engineer and the fire-
man testifled that they were upon the
two unfortunate men before their pres¬
ence on the track had been discovered.
The approaoh of the locomotlve was
covered by the rumbling from a passefc-
mn train passing on the Pennsylvania
track below, while the smoke from the
engine completely fllled the enclosure
over the bridge, A verdict was returned
accordlng to the facts as stated, com¬
pletely exonerating the railroad.
Mr. Cross and his son had not lived

here more than a few months. They
were orlglnally from Maryland, near
Harper's Ferry.

William L. Wallace, ln a report en-

dorsed by 3. D, Lacey and Company, says
that the small trees on the company's
property, within twenty yeara, will yield
a vast amount of lumber. A representa-
ttve of tha White and Woodin Manufae-
turlng Company, of New York. does not
hesitate to say that ln all probabillty
there will be out from these lands in the
neighborhood of 12,000,0»,000 feet of logs
within the duration of tho coatemplated
operatlon of this tract.
The Gulf, Beaumont and" Kansfts Glty

Railway, the Atchiaon, Topeka and Santa
Fo Railway. the Southern Paeific Com¬
pany and the Texas and New OrleanB
Railroad are now operating within the
faoundafles of the tract, It is said that
the following lines of railroad have been
projected thrdugh these properties, and
their early conetruetlon contemplated:

Company, In a letter to Brown Brother*
and Company, calls attentlon to the fact
that the company. in additlon to about
900,000 acres of land in Loulsiana and
Texas, already.rreferred to, has oil leases
on about 250,000 acres of other lands ln
Texas, most of which are near Gorsicana.
At that place it has 126 producing oil
wells. The company also owns an undl-
vlded Interest In a large tract of land
Bltuated at Sabine Pass, and* a eontrolling
lirterest ln the Higgins Oil and Fuel Com¬
pany, of Beaumont. and all the stock of
the Southwestern Oil Company, which has
a large refinery at Houston.
During the current year the recelpts

of the Houston Oil Company from the
Kirby Lumber Company contract will
amount to $1,050,000, and from its interest
in the Higgins Btock and its ownership
of the Southwestern Ofl Company and
Its Corsicana wells, is entitled to about
$300,000 more.
ITaskins and Sells, certified public ac-

counts, ln their report of the "Kirby Lum¬
ber Company for the three monthB ended
Mnrch 3L 1602, state that the net sales
of lumber amounled to 56.000,000 feet. for
which $621,822 was received. Including
mlscellaneoue ,*alee, the total \n*t sales
aniovnted to $680,501. After all dedoetions
for ekpenses, diviflends and depreclation,
the net income of the company for this
period was $188,071.

The estimated earnings of the Corsi-
eana Oil Wells knd the.Southwestern Oil
Company, owned'by the Houston Oil Com-
r-ar.y, glv&R a balance, after all deduc-
tions, of $88,641.
